Five hand guns stolen

Five hand guns, a rifle, a hunting knife 
and a television set were stolen over the 
weekend in the burglary of a gunshop, a 
home and a fraternal organization, 
police said.

NASA to launch unmanned craft 
to explore outer atmosphere 


An unmanned spacecraft to explore 
the earth’s outer atmosphere (80 to 120 
miles) will be launched Oct. 1 from the 
Lompoc test range of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration. 
Atmosphere Explorer-D, a 16-sided 
polyhedron weighing 1,488 pounds, will

be sent into polar orbit on a Delta rocket. 
The spacecraft will measure energy 
transfer, atomic and molecular proces­ 
ses and chemical reactions that are im­ 
portant to the heat balance of the at­ 
mosphere. 


NASA officials said the Explorer 
spacecraft will investigate the solar 
wind, a mass of ionized gas flowing out 
of the sun and causing the aurorae which 
consume more energy than the United 
States and cause worldwide radio 
blackouts during geomagnetic storms. 


Atmosphere Explorer-D is the second 
of three outer atmosphere spacecrafts. 
Total costs for the three have been put at 
$24 million, officials said.

Major Art Scott returned last week 
from his one-man lobbying trip to 
Washington, D.C.. where he had gone to 
appeal to the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion for relief from the mounting fuel 
costs PG&E charges the city. 
“ We can’t let up one bit,” Scott said 
yesterday. “ I feel it's a huge battle and 
our probability of winning a lot less 
because of the large size of our opponent 
(PG&E).” The hearing was scheduled to 
end last Friday, but Scott said it may be 
months, even years before a decision. 
The city council sent Mayor Scott to 
Washington to attend the Sept. 23 
Federal Power Commission hearing con­ 
sidering Lompoc’s appeal of a 1974 
PG&E rate increase of 12.7 per cent, as 
well as the practice of tacking a fuel 
adjustment cost to the city’s monthly 
bill. 
City officials are appalled that the 
city’s wholesale electricity costs have 
risen in August to $104,170 from the May, 
1973, figure of $57,269. They say 75 per 
cent of this increase has been caused by 
the

adjustment cost 
charged in 28 of the last 29 months.

Strikes paralyze 
Basque country 


SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain (UPI) - 
Strikes in protest against Saturday’s ex­ 
ecution 
of 
five 
urban 
guerrillas 
paralyzed parts of the Basque country to­ 
day and brought an extraordinary ses­ 
sion of the government in Madrid to con­ 
sider the violent Spanish and foreign 
reaction to the deaths. 


Heavily armed police used clubs to 
quell street demonstrations in some of 
the Basque towns and cities. There also 
was a guerrilla-style $535,000 robbery in 
Barcelona and a vast forest fire that 
devastated great areas of the Basque 
region. 
The two-day general strike was called 
by underground labor organizations for 
the four Basque provinces where ex­ 
tremists seek independence from Spain. 
It paralyzed several towns in Guipuzcoa 
province and idled thousands of workers 
in the industrial center of Bilbao. 
The executions stirred protests in 
Spain and abroad because of lingering 
hositility to the regime of Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco, widespread opposi­ 
tion to the death penalty and because of 
the way the executed were tried.

that we have a problem.” Scott said. 
“ We are a small city and we need im­ 
mediate relief .” 
In his prepared statement Scott com­ 
plained at the hearing that PG&E was 
overcharging the city in its fuel adjust­ 
ment charge. He quoted studies of the 
Northern 
California 
Power Agency 
which show that in the first 18 months 
since 
fuel 
adjustments 
were 
authorized, member cities of NCPA like 
Lompoc have been overcharged $2.3 
million dollars. 
A PG&E spokesman denied that the 
giant utility was overcharging Lompoc 
for its wholesale electricity. “ We are not 
overcharging, in fact we have failed to 
earn our authorized rate of return and 
earnings in recent months have con­ 
tinued to deteriorate.” 
He said the monthly fuel adjustment 
charge is based on recorded fuel costs 
and then applied to the future month. He 
added that the fuel adjustment charges 
were not based on good hydroelectric 
years as in recent years, but on average 
hydroelectric years. 
In Washington Scott also visited Sen. 
Alan Cranston and Rep. Robert J. 
Lagomarsino asking for their help in 
Lompoc’s fight with PG&E over fuel 
adjustment costs. 
Scott said he and Senator Cranston 
talked of the possibility of legislation to 
control and curb the fuel adjustment 
charge.

visit, 
Lagomarsino wrote a letter asking the 
chairman of the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion for “ rapid action’’ in the Lompoc 
hearing. 


Equipment stolen 


from grounded ship 


The 44-foot sloop, “ Last Straw,” was 
raided by looters as it lay aground off 
Government Point Sunday and an es­ 
timated $5,700 worth of equipment was 
stolen, the sheriff’s office reported. 
Four suspects were being sought. 
Last Straw is owned by Bert Jackson 
of Sausalito, according to the report. The 
sailing vessel went aground Friday night 
at a point off the Cojo Ranch, a few miles 
south of Lompoc. There were no reports 
of injuries. 
To protect his vessel from looting, 
Jackson hired Tim O’Bryan, 43, of Santa 
Barbara to watch over it from the shore. 
O’Bryan called the sheriff’s office Sun­ 
day afternoon and reported four men 
wearing wet suits anchored a 32-foot 
abalone boat near the stricken vessel and 
about one-fourth of a mile off shore. 
O’Bryan said the men used a raft to float 
into the Last Straw and took off sails 
valued at $4,000; steel sinks valued at 
$200; and winches valued at $1,500. 
O’Bryan took color photos of the theft 
incident and told deputies the suspects’ 
craft was “ Maggies Farm” out of Santa 
Barbara. Harbor patrol units boarded 
the craft when it was put back into its 
home mooring last night and reportedly 
failed to find any of the missing loot. 
However, O’Bryan told associates to­ 
day that he spotted an anchor aboard the 
abalone craft that may have come from 
Jackson’s Last Straw. 
Authorities today continued to in­ 
vestigate the incident. 


San Francisco apartment were a green 
scarf similar to one used in the robbery 
of the Crocker bank branch, papers from 
Crocker Bank, and a communique from a 
terrorist group known as the New World 
Liberation Front, which has claimed 
responsibility for more than a dozen San 
Francisco area bombings during the past 
year. The nature of the communique was 
not revealed 
The items were included in a 25-page 
inventory of effects found in the apart­ 
ment where Miss Hearst, 21, and fellow 
fugitive Wendv Yoshimura, 32. were 
arrested Sept. *18. The FBI also released 
a 100-page inventory of items found in 
another San Francisco apartment where 
Symbionese Liberation Army members 
William and Emily Harris were arrested 
the same day. 
The inventory contained only brief 
descriptions of each item found, and did 
not directly tie the newspaper heiress to 
the robbery of the bank in Carmichael on 
April 21. A woman and three men took 
$18,000 at gunpoint, during which a 
customer was hit by a shotgun blast and 
later died 
Nine-millimeter bullets were found 
on the floor of the bank after the rob­ 
bery. 
It had been reported earlier that 
currency 
found 
in 
the 
apartment 
matched the serial numbers of money 
taken in the robbery, but while listing 
currency found in the hideout, no men­ 
tion was made in the inventory of 
matching serial numbers. 
In Sacramento, sheriff’s spokesman 
Bill Miller declined to further describe 
any evidence which might tie Miss 
Hearst and the Harrises to the robbery 
but said: “ There are some things in the 
labs at the FBI that could make a strong 
case against them ” 
Meanwhile. Miss Hearst’s attorney, 
Terence Hallinan, said that since Miss 
Hearst 
has 
started 
court-ordered 
psychiatric tests, she is “ more spaced 
out” and “overwhelmed by tears much 
faster than in the past. 
“ It is harder to get her to talk,” he 
said at a news conference “ Her mind 
will just wander off But there are times 
when she seems normal.” 
Hallinan said he would file a motion 
asking that she be removed from the San 
Mateo County Jail to a facility more 
suitable for medical treatment or that 
the situation at the jail be made “ more 
conducive to her condition ” 
He also said he would ask for an in­ 
junction prohibiting jail authorities from 
tape recording her conversations 
Among the other items found in Miss 
Hearst’s apartment, according to the 
FBI inventory, were registration, iden­ 


tity and library cards for Sacramento 
City College, a steno pad with notations 
about various San Francisco banks, a 
San Francisco General Hospital identifi­ 
cation card, a black wig. birth control 
pills and radical literature. Also found 
was a seven-page handwritten letter on 
yellow lined paper addressed “ dearest 
brother” and signed “ so much love, 
respect and power, me.” 
Included in the literature found in the 
apartment were two copies of “ Seize the 
Time" 
newspaper, 
a 
“ Liberation 
School’’ newspaper, a newsletter en­ 
titled “ Political Thesis of the Puerto 
Rican Socialist party,” and a yellow 
leaflet entitled “ New Dawn” concern­ 
ing members in a Marxis-Leninist New 
Dawn party. 
Also found were several newspaper 
clippings about Joseph Remiro and Rus­ 
sell Little, two SLA members who were 
convicted of the murder of Oakland. 
Calif., 
schools 
superintendent 
Dr 
Marcus Foster. 
Found in the Harrises' apartment 
were a variety of weapons. Also found 
were several women's wigs and exten­ 
sive cosmetic supplies, a parking cita­ 
tion dated Aug 22. 1974, and a ski mask. 
Also found were pipe bombs and 
materials described in the inventory as . 
— “ One two-inch U-brand pipe cap 
with black granular substance inside, 
one U-brand two-inch pipe cap with drill 
hole through center, one two-inch pipe 
cap bearing symbols 0 and 2 with drill 
hole through center with black granular 
substance inside.” 
— “ One Gourd brand two-inch pipe cap 
with drill hole through center with black 
granular substance inside 
— “ Eight two-inch pipes varying 
from 3 to 14 inches in length ” 
— “One pipe device capped at both 
ends containing black granular sub­ 
stance with wires protruding from drill 
hole.” 
Also found were three six-volt bat­ 
teries and one 12-volt battery , and three 
books checked out of University of 
California libraries which were titled: 
“The Science of High Explosives,” “ Ex­ 
plosives.” and “ Fuels. Explosives and 
Dvestuffs.” 
The 
apartment 
also 
contained 
numerous books on Chinese and Russian 
communism, the inventory said. 
At his news conference. Hallinan said 
the FBI was “out of line for releasing” 
the inventory, and said it was “ further 
inflaming" of a “ highly volatile case " 
After visiting Miss Hearst Sunday 
night. Hallinan said “ her health is 
deteriorating here and she is getting 
melancholy.” 
Magazine reports Scott 
aided Patty as fugitive 


United Press International 
Rolling Stone magazine reported today 
that Patricia Hearst asked to join the 
Symbionese Liberation Army and after 
listening on radio to the Los Angeles 
shootout which killed most of the SLA 
was driven across the country by sports 
activist Jack Scott. 
In the magazine’s latest issue released 
today. Rolling Stone correspondents 
Howard Kohn and David Weir quoted 
“ informed sources” as giving “ the in­ 
side story” of Miss Hearst’s kidnaping 
and 19-month disappearance. 


The magazine said Scott helped Miss 
Hearst and her fellow SLA members. 
William and Emily Harris, leave the San 


Francisco area when they were in their 
most dire circumstances by driving Miss 
Hearst to a Pennsylvania farm house 
last summer. He then drove her back to 
the West Coast in the fall, it said. 
During the summer, sources said Miss 
Hearst told Scott of her kidnaping, deten­ 
tion and switch from wealthy socialite to 
radical guerrilla. 
After her kidnaping on Feb. 4,1974. tne 
magazine said Miss Hearst was blind­ 
folded in a stuffy closet but was not 
otherwise brutalized or starved. During 
that time Donald DeFreeze. the ex­ 
convict leader of the SLA known as 
Cinque, kept harping on her family ties 
— “ Your mommy and daddy are in­ 
sects." 
Ford to sign extension 
of oil price controls 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford will sign a 45-day extension of 
domestic oil price controls today and 
couple the action with another warning 
to Congress that it must speed up its 
work on an overall energy policy. 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen — repeating a familiar White House 
theme — said lack of congressional ac­ 
tion on an energy program puts the 
United States at the mercy of foreign oil 
producers. 
The measure to be signed by Ford was 
approved by Congress last week as a 
compromise with Ford. It would extend 
controls until Nov. 15 and be retroactive 
to Sept. 1. The controls expired last Aug. 


Sen. Howard Baker. R-Tenn . met with 
Ford earlier today Baker said he ex­ 
pects former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan to run for the 1976 GOP presiden­ 
tial nomination and to be “ a tough com- 


But Baker said he thought Ford would 
defeat Reagan and " I’m going to support 
the President" if a race with Reagan 
develops 
Baker, chatting with reporters outside 
the White House, said he and Ford also 
spent some time discussing presidential 
security as a result of the two attempts 
on Ford’s life in California this month. 


Nessen. discussing the energy issue, 
said Ford “ is going to point out Congress 
now has two choices — to pass a phased 
control program or to give the President 
authority to ease the impact of no con­ 
trols on users of propane, independent 
dealers and refiners.” 


The alternative. Nessen added “ is to 
do nothing in which case next June we’U 
all be leaning over the teletypes again as 
we did last Saturday to find out what 
OPEC has done to us.”

Governor Edmund G. Brown, 
Jr. signed a bill authored by 
State Senator Omer L. Rains 
(D-Santa Barbara), SB 801. 
which authorizes the Depart­ 
ment of Parks and Recreation 
to establish hiking, cycling and 
riding trails in Santa Barbara 
and Ventura Counties 
"We began working cm this 
bill when the session began last 
December,” 
commented 
Rains, 
“ and 
it 
culminates 
several years of work by the 
Santa Barbara Trails Commis­ 
sion ” 
“This project will provide 
jobs for tne construction of the 
trails and provide a beautiful 
non-polluting recreational ac­ 
tivity for the citizens of the two 
counties.” 
The money for the trails 
comes from a fund established 
in a previous year. 
SB 301 would establish trails 
in the following areas: 
From the U.S. Forest Service 
trail system near San Antonio 
Creek and Highway Route 154 
in Santa Barbara County to El 
Capitan State Beach; 
From El Capitan State Beach 
to Refugio State Beach; 
From Refugio State Beach to 
Gaviota State Park; 
From Gaviota State Park to 
Carpintería State Beach; 
From 
Carpintería 
State 
Beach to Emma Wood State 
Beach; 
From Emma Wood State 
Beach to Ventura State Beach; 
From Ventura State Beach to 
McGrath State Beach. 
The trails would also connect 
four 
of 
California’s 
most 
historic missions (La Purísima. 
Santa Ynez, Santa Barbara, and 
San Buenaventura), and would 
connect the State Park System 
with similar federal proposals 
in the Los Padres National 
Forest.

the House intelligence commit­

“ We are drowning in infor­ 
mation in intelligence which we 
are not absorbing,” said Rep. 
Otis G Pike. D-N.Y. 


He also accused Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger of 
engineering 
the 
administra­ 
tion’s refusal to provide infor­ 
mation the committee con­ 
siders essential to its investiga­ 
tion of intelligence operations. 


Pike made the comments 
Sunday in advance of a meeting 
today with his Select Commit­ 
tee on Intelligence to decide 
whether assistance of the full 
House will be requested to ob­ 
tain testimony and classified 
documents being withheld by 
the White House and the CIA. 


The panel’s counterpart in 
the Senate, meanwhile, called a 
closed meeting today to map 
out further open hearings this 
week on the CIA’s interception 
of mail involving some of the 
nation's top officials. 


Pike, 
interviewed 
Sunday 
(CBS-TV: Face the Nation), 
said he believes Kissinger “has 
been the one who’s been trying 
the hardest to block the in­ 
vestigation in the first place.” 


Asked for an overall assess­ 
ment of the nation’s many and 
varied intelligence operations, 
Pike said: 


“ I think that there are thou­ 
sands of dedicated men risking 
their lives to get intelligence. I 
think that there are other thou­

husband, 
David, 
agreed the Nixons “turned the 
corner last December" and 
their lives have become more 
bearable as time begins to heal 
some 
of 
the 
wounds 
of 
Watergate. 
Seated 
in her fashionable 
apartment near the Watergate 
complex that lent its name to 
the Nixon administration scan­ 
dal. Mrs. Eisenhower said any 
critical 
judgment 
on 
her 
father’s political life should be 
delayed at least a decade. 
“History will judge him dif­ 
ferently.” she predicted. “ I 
really do feel we need a dif­ 
ferent perspective.” 
She is clearly unreconciled to 
the dramatic events that led to 
her father’s political demise 
and appears touchy when asked 
about Watergate. 


The 
Eisenhowers’ 
living 
room 
is 
decorated 
with 
souvenirs and mementos from 
the Nixon White House days. 
Nixon, who came near death 
from phlebitis after leaving the 
presidency, is writing a book 
about his side of Watergate. 
Pat Nixon has remained en­ 
tirely out of the public eye since 
his Aug. 8. 1974. resignation. 
And Julie said the former First 
I^ady “just thinks my father is a 
great 
man 
(and) 
felt 
he 
shouldn’t have had to leave the 
White House when he did ... It 
was a tragedy with all of us.” 
She said her parents are 
“closer now than they’ve ever 
been. I think they sometimes 
get on each other’s nerves ... 
but they enjoy watching mo­ 
vies. swimming, walking on the 
beach." 
David 
entered

room 
midway through the interview 
“Mr. Nixon kept Watergate 
very close to the vest for an ot i- 
tire year and a half,” he said.

Watergate ” In fact, he often 
asked her warily if she had any 
more speaking engagements.

Gunmen hold hostages in restaurant 


LONDON (UPI) - Three 
gunmen barricaded themselves 
in the basement of an Italian 
restaurant today, holding seven 
hostages 
as 
pawns 
in

dramatic 
confrontation 
with 
police. 
The bandits, frustrated in an 
attempt to rob the restaurant 
Sunday 
morning, 
held 
the 
hostages at gunpoint in a tiny, 
windowless, basement store­ 
room. 
Police 
sharpshooters 
sur­ 
rounded the Spaghetti House 
restaurant 
in 
London’s 
Knightsbridge 
district 
and 
guarded all the building’s exits. 
Scotland 
Yard 
gave 
the 
gunmen a radio to communi­ 
cate 
from 
the 
9-by-13-foot 
room, but adopted a tough, no­ 
compromise attitude toward 
the bandits. 
The three men, identified as 
West Indians, were robbing the 
restaurant at 1:30 a.m. Sunday 
when police arrived. The ban­ 
dits forced eight employes into 
the basement, leaving $23,100 in 
cash on the table 


The gunmen released one of 
the hostages, Alfredo Olivelli, 
Monday afternoon after talks 
with West Indian-born Lord 
Pitt, former chairman of the 
Greater London Council. 
Olivelli told police the men 
were armed with a shotgun and 
two pistols.

As witnessed by one multiple no-hitter, 
two manager firings and Jim Palmer’s

Vida Blue, Glenn Ab­ 
bott, Paul Lindblad and Rollie Fingers 
couldn’t have provided a more momen­ 
tous way for the world champion A’s to 
begin their defense of the AL pennant. 
Officially putting to rest his injury- 
laden 7-12 record of last year, Jim 
Palmer handcuffed the New 
York 
Yankees 3-0 in the first game of a 
doubleheader split for his 10th shutout of 
the season. The crafty righthander 
yielded eight hits, struck out five and 


walked none in lowering his league- 
leading earned run average to 2.09. 
With the victors come the spoil-sports 
in the person of the also-ran Minnesota 
Twins and Milwaukee Brewers who fired 
their managers after depressingly disap­ 
pointing seasons. The Twins jettisoned 
popular Frank Quilici after 3Vk years of 
loyal service and the Brewers axed 
longtime Milwaukee favorite Del Cran­ 
dall, who failed to bring about the kind of 
pennant winners he used to play for.

Reggie Jackson drove home three of 
the A’s runs with his 35th and 36th 
homers —tying him for the AL title in 
that 
department 
with 
Milwaukee’s 
George Scott. The winning multiple no­ 
hitter was baseball’s first ever by more 
than two pitchers. 
Back in 1917, Ernie Shore of the Boston 
Red Sox came on in relief after Babe 
Ruth walked the first batter and was sub­ 
sequently thrown out of the game in a 
dispute with the umpire. Shore went on 


to gain credit for a perfect game by 
retiring 26 batters in a row. More recent­ 
ly, in 1967, Steve Barber and Stu Miller of 
the Orioles teamed up in a losing (2-1) 
no-hit effort against the Detroit Tigers.

Rick Dempsey, caught in a run-down 
between third and home, scored the win­ 
ning run in the nightcap when Orioles’ 
reliever Dyar Miller dropped a throw to 
cap the winning three-run Yankees’ rally 
in the ninth inning.

Redman wins Grand Prix 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) — Brian Redman only wanted 
to score points—he never dreamed he would win the For­ 
mula 5000 Grand Prix Sunday for the second year in a row. 
“I didn’t think I would finish today,” the Englishman said 
after winning $30,000, his biggest single check in 16 years of 
racing, before an estimated crowd of 65,000.

Schuppan. driving an Eagle Chevy, and Wietzes, in a Lola 
Chevy, were the only other drivers to complete the 50-lap, 
2.02-mile race along downtown city streets. They received 
$16,000 and $10,000. respectively. 


The race started lft hours late, which posed a sun hazard 
for the drivers. 
“There was a problem with the sun setting,” Redman said. 
“It was in our eyes on the long straightaway.” 
His biggest problem, however, was mechanical. A differ­ 
ential rocker device that broke several times during a 
qualifying heat, partially failed during the race, he said. 
“The car became harder to drive at the end of the race. I 
tried to maintain a reasonable gap while running slower and 
I didn't think the car would finish. The first time I felt I was 
going to win was when I saw the checkered flag.

Protection for consumers 


A lot of noise is currently being heard among busines­ 
smen. Chambers of Commerce, and legislators about a 
proposed independent Consumer Protection Agency. 
Opponents feel, and rightly so, that any additional level 
of federal bureaucracy will also mean additional costs to 
the consumer at the retail or service level. 
On the other hand, while the consumer is screaming over 
the ever-increasing costs of products, he is also raising an 
increasing uproar over the quality of both the products and 
service he is being asked to pay for at inflated prices. 
The answer, of course, is simply recognized though it 
must be nearly impossible to implement. Increasing the ef­ 
ficiency of those regulatory agencies already in existence 
is all that needs be done. And the question becomes, why 
isn’t the job of protecting the consumer being successfully 
carried out right now if the agencies which could ac­ 
complish that already exist? We suspect its another prime 
example of our government at it’s inefficient worst. 
Still, the problem remains unsolved. President Ford is 
urging bureaucratic reform; the Chamber of Commerce of 
the U.S. is urging bureaucratic reform; constituents are 
being urged to urge our legislators to urge for bureaucratic 
reform. In short, just about everyone in any position to do 
something about the problem is willing to urge, and that s 
about all. And it’s this very unwillingness to really get 
hard-core which has brought about the idea for yet another 
regulatory agency in the first place. 
While we don’t like the idea of another level of 
bureaucratic red tape through which business and govern­ 
ment must wend their ways, it might be an answer. For ex­ 
ample, if this proposed new agency were to supplant all the 
other consumer protection organizations now in existence 
and not working, then the need for better protection would 
be met. And mightn’t the bureaucracy shrink just an iota as 
a result of there being one agency rather than many? And if 
the new agency were really independent, couldn’t it have as 
its first order of business the protection of the consumer 
from his biggest enemy... the bureaucracy?

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - A survey 
Df private and official research on the 
regulatory agencies makes clear what 
has made President Ford hopping mad 
on the subject. 
Harassed by inflation and unemploy­ 
ment that won’t go away, Mr. Ford can 
make no sense out of agencies, set up to 
help the citizen but 
which 
actually 
en­ 
courage 
inefficiency 
and discourage com­ 
petition, inhibiting the 
adoption 
of 
new 
technology on which 
lower 
prices 
and 
higher 
employment 
depend. Not to men­ 
tion that this country 
will, in the long pull, 
go down the drain 
technologically unless 
we match our com­ 
petitors in West Germany, Japan and 
elsewhere. 
What these studies say is clear. 
Discouragement of new techniques 
comes from the delays regulatory agen­ 
cies seem to delight in, months spent nit­ 
picking over procedures and the form in 
which the regulated companies make 
their reports and their petitions. 
Commissioners are, on the whole, 
more interested in form than in sub­ 
stance. Primarily, one report indicates, 
because they’re afraid to attack the real 
issues. For such attacks would split the 
commissions straight down the middle 
and lead to clashes most commissioners 
seem too nervous to face. So they take 
the coward’s way out, make decisions on 
technical issues which arouse no feel­ 
ings. 


Despite this caution, in most cases it 
appears, the commissioners indirectly 
sneak in ideology through seemingly in- 
ocunous rules and regulations. 


in most of the unhappy cases, the adop­ 
tion of new technology is made imprac­ 
tical or exceedingly difficult by the rul­ 
ings of commission members who in­ 
directly thus inject personal economic 
and social prejudices into their divisions 
— prejudices frequently hidden by the 
secrecy 
of 
crucial 
steps 
in 
the 
proceedings and by a censorship which 
often prevents disclosing who voted for 
or against what. These are classic in­ 
stances of authority without respon­ 
sibility. 


A Brookings institution staff paper 
some time back noted this all too com­ 
mon obsession: 


“Regulatory agencies...use minimum 
price regulation to prevent low-cost in­ 
dustries 
or. 
firms 
from 
capturing 
business from high-cost actual or poten­ 
tial competitors...(these agencies) have 
delayed or prevented a number of 
technological changes that threatened 
either to shift substantial business from 


one regulated firm or industry to another 
or to result in substantially less profit for 
regulated firms generally...” 
The Brookings study sums this up by 
noting, “No matter how beneficial an in­ 
novation, it has little chance of timely 
adoption in a regulated industry if it will 
lead to a substantial redistribution of 
wealth among the regulated that cannot 
be compensated through some clever 
regulatory device.” 
Moreover, say the Brookings people: 
“Regulatory agencies abhor abandon­ 
ing a capital investment — a rail line, a 
transoceanic cable — as long as it is in 
good working order and has not been ful­ 
ly depreciated by the owner.. This 
procedure, of course, neglects all the 
consumer benefits of the innovation... 
* In sum, the regulatory agencies at­ 
tempt to maintain the status quo. They 
seem to believe that they should, so far 
as possible, reduce the uncertainties 
faced by regulated businesses With this 
protection at hand, knowing that some 
new technology is not going to force 
them out of business, the regulated com­ 
panies have little or no incentive to in­ 
vest in new technology or other major 
and costly improvements. 


Gadding 
about 
the 
country and 
listening to talk 
among my blood 
brothers on the right, I hear again and 
again one tactical conclusion, at the ex­ 
pense of Ronald 
Reagan, and 
one 
strategic resolution, at the expense of 
Nelson Rockefeller. It is the majority 
opinion among those I have met (I dis­ 
agree with it) that 
Ronald 
Reagan’s 
delay has proved 
at 
best a huge obstacle 
on the way to his hopes 
for nomination by the 
Republicans, at worst 
an unbridgeable ob­ 
stacle. 
One quip going the 
rounds is a scene in 
the future when Mr. 
Reagan 
ends 
his 
speech by announcing 
that enough is enough 
he will oppose the renomination of 
Gerald Ford. The partisan crowd cheers 
lustily, but the toastmaster reminds 
uiem that Mr. Ford ended his term of of­ 
fice 34 years ago. 
As to Mr. Rockefeller, it can only be 
said that the opposition to him is im­ 
placable. In the next few weeks Mr. 
Richard Reeves’ apoplectic and highly 
readable book against Gerald Ford is 
scheduled to be released, and he tells us 
in it something about Mr. Rockefeller 
that gets to the problem. “He most likely 
would have been President if he could 
have won a Republican nomination in the 
1960’s,” Reeves writes, “but that never 
happened because, unlike Gerald Ford 
he was an alien in the party. More than 
anything else, the Republican party is 
the institutionalization of America’s 
small towns and corporate ethic and 
Republicans never really trusted him, 
he was too cosmopolitan, too securely 
rich, too New York. The biggest mis­ 
take 1 ever made was not becoming a 
Democraft,’ he once told a friend 
You 
can buy the Democratic nomination — 
the 
Kennedys 
did. 
You 
can’t 
buy 
Republicans, they really believe it.’” 
There is the usual difficulty in treating 
quotations like this one . one never knows 
for sure that they are accurate, though of 
course one safely assumes that Mr. 
Reeves believes it to be accurate. Yet in 
a way they transcend the narrow ques­ 
tion of whether they were uttered. 
Because the analysis is almost certainly 
true. Rockefeller, as Democrat, would 
probably have been nominated by the 
Democrats years ago, and most probably 
would have succeeded to the presidency. 


This does not affect the balance of Mr. 
Reeves’ analysis. There is a staying 
power in the opposition to Rockefeller 
which is a political factor of undeniable 
importance. 1 doubt that Mr. Reeves 


believes that his list of Rockefeller’s 
qualifications is comprehensive. Rich 
and cosmopolitan Republican easterners 
have made it to the White House, Teddy 
Roosevelt 
most 
spectacularly. 
Rockefeller’s crowing sins were psy­ 
chological. a) his abrasive indictment of 
the Republican right in the summer of 
1963; and b) his refusal to campaign for 
Gold water in 1964. 
However, the opposition to Rockefeller 
is usually voiced in ideological terms 
he is blamed by many Republicans as the 
man who elevated welfare spending into 
a national compulsion by the example he 
set in New York. My own weakness as an 


anti-Rockefellerite lies in my experience 
with converts. They tend to be most 
zealous in the denunciation of their own 
past heresies. My conviction is that Mr. 
Rockefeller believes most passionately 
that inflation and state paternalism have 
gone too far. 
But my own measurements are not go­ 
ing to bail out Mr. Rockefeller, nor of 
course am I suggesting that he is the best 
available vice president. Perhaps his dis­ 
position to opsimathy in the matter of 
welfare spending might carry over into 
the political. It would certainly make for 
an exciting year if Nelson Rockefeller 
announced his resignation as Vice Presi- 


dent in order to run for President on the 
Democratic ticket. 
The fact of the matter is that barring a 
total 
fragmentation 
of 
conservative 
forces within the Republican Party, the 
anti-Rockefeller coalition has got to be 
appeased, and. in politics, everything is: 
formula How can he pull out, without 
mobilizing his partisans against Ford 
and the usurper Vice President? Is there 
a 
way 
to appease both 
the anti- 
Rockefeller people and the Rockefeller 
people? If President Ford falls on that 
one. he might hand the problem over for 
a diplomatic solution to Henry Kis­ 
singer. 


Common Ground by Steve La Rue 
Tough place to leave 


Lompoc is a tough place to leave, es­ 
pecially after having come, as I did. to 
this earth and petal scented valley with 
its gentle amphitheatre of hills from the 
serene asphalt savannahs of Oakland. 
This place got on my good side right 
away because of the hills. I’m a hill 
worshipper and sometimes in the middle 
of the day, driving down West Ocean 
Ave. to an interview or something, I’d 
stop by the side of the road and just 
watch them. They don’t have hills like 
that in Oakland. 
And I still don’t feel that I’m finished 
looking at them and how they change 
with their seasons, or looking at the 
beach at Surf, magnificent in all its 
loneliness, or the verdant colonades of 
the orchards, the too dazzaling oceans of 
flowers, the oak studded wild country of 
north and south Vandenberg, so silent 
and so eloquent. 
It’s never puzzled me, coming from 
where I did, that people drive over 100 
miles on weekends to come to the Flower 
Festival, say, or visit the mission. And 
now that I’m headed for a southerly 
megalopolis myself. I’m sure that 1 11 
soon be doing the same thing. 


The first thing I noticed - about this 
area, then, was the country and how it 
seemed to be saying something to me 
that I didn’t hear in the city. After a few 
weeks. I had been told of the flower in­ 
dustry and the base. But by then I’d also 
learned that the valley’s prime show 
piece really isn’t flower seeds or mis­ 
siles, but it’s people. This sounds sappy, 
but it’s my experience. Since my first 
day 
here, 
Lompoc 
hospitality 
and 
friendliness has been as open and direct 
as a sweating cold can of beer slapped 
into my palm at a party where I knew not 


a soul. People aren’t as afraid of each 
other here and are more willing to give 
a smile a try. They don’t do things that 
way in the city either. 


I remember standing on the sidewalk 
near H and Ocean one noontime, trying 
to hold a conversation with a friend, a 
moderately prominent guy but far from 
a celebrity. But we couldn’t talk much. 
Why? We were too busy waving and smil­ 
ing at friends passing in their cars. When 
you live here, you get up in the morning 
and know that it would be impossible to 
go through the day without seeing or do­ 
ing business with at least 100 people you 
know and 25 or so you know very well. 
You buy something in a grocery or drug 
store here or make a deposit at the bank 
you don’t see strangers behind the 
counter, but people who you know and 
care about. I don’t care who you are, you 
don’t get any of that in a big city. 


What I’m saying is that there’s a 
background 
feeling of identity that 
seems to grow up around you when you 
live in this valley and participate in its 
life _ and the more you participate, the 
more it grows. It’s kind of like a 
talisman, that feeling, a lucky piece 
you’ll get out and look at from time to 
time years and years after you’re long 
gone from the area. 


Professionally, it’ll be refreshing to 
relocate in an area where public officials 
and institutions are perhaps not quite so 
tediously reputable, most of them, as 
they are here. There are some honorable 
reasons for getting into local politics. 
Especially in a more or less close knit 
community like this, it must be a very 
wealthy feeling to know you’ve had a 
positive effect on your town and its peo­ 


ple. There are better and poorer civic 
leaders here as elsewhere, but I think all 
of the elected officials I’ve had anything 
to do with here have been in it for this 
reason. Basically, I’d say this of the city 
staff people too. This is certainly not 
always true in vast urban areas where 
hundreds 
of 
government 
boards 
c a m o u fla g e each other — w h ere big 
money exerts big pressure and big temp­ 
tation and elected officials are light 
years farther away from the people 
they’re supposed to be serving than they 
are here. 
So, it’s a nice place, Lompoc. I think. 
And if I were 10 years older and farther 
along in my career, you couldn’t get me 
out of here with an offer from Warner 
Bros. 
But often 
in 
the newspaper 
business, to move up you have to move 
on. And that’s what I’m doing. 


Looking over my shoulder as I walk 
down the road, I would agree that Lom­ 
poc has its own bag of problems — 
finding future sources of quality water; 
joining the various factions in the city 
behind a coherent, consistent policy for 
handling new growth; attracting the 
right kind of new development without 
falling into blind boosterism; and waking 
up to this valley’s vast potential as a 
combination tourist stopover and safety 
valve for the festering cities. Places 
with climates, school districts, air and 
an ambience like this place has are in de­ 
mand and this demand is bound to boom. 


Will Lompoc change? Of course it will. 
Change is one of the few things you can 
really rely on. But right now is what’s 
really important. And for this day and 
this hour, if I were asked to suggest a 
general policy for everyone staying on 
here. I’d say count your blessings.

While the nation is 
waiting to find out how 
much gas is going to 
be available this winter and at what

generate much comment — on a Satur­ 
day afternoon. But since the tournament 
was held on Monday, a working day for

“According to the schedule released 
by the House Speaker’s office, the 
week’s agenda was supposed to include 
floor votes on at least 10 different bills, 
including the Energy Conservation and 
Oil Policy Act, the Consumer Product 
Safety Act, the Rhodesian Chrome bill 
and $48 million worth of budget reces­ 
sions. On Monday, the day of the tourna­ 
ment, four federal employe benefit bills 
having a total cost in the range of $7 
billion were debated. Of course, many 
Congresspersons did not hear the debate, 
since the fairways are rather far 
removed from the House floor — but 
they will be voting on the bills non­ 
etheless on Thursday. 
“Members of Congress have an unfor­ 
tunate tendency to regard themselves as 
national media figures; and golf is a 
favorite national pastime which we all 
enjov. But taxpayers might question 
whether it’s more important to sink a 
putt than to debate bills costing billions 
of dollars and having a significant effect 
on national policy. It will be noted that it 
took the House less than two hours to 
vote itself a nice pay raise this summer, 
but that the Congressional energy bill 
has been stalemated since last March.
